The Pittsburgh Steamboat Co. 

by Rich Bottles Jr. © 

History Is like a jigsaw puzzle — as the years go by, It becomes harder 
to find all the pieces. And whether you're looking through numerous reels 
of mlrcofllm or under the gameroom furniture, all the pieces of some 
mysteries are never found and you simply have to be content with the 
picture that you can form. 

For years, the f ive-cent trade token of The Pittsburgh Steamboat Co. 
has proven to be just such a mystery for Pennsylvania exonumists. Some 
collectors have contended that the company cannot be found In any city 
directories while others have payed highly for the piece with the belief 
that it Is an unlisted transportation token. 

Unfortunately, the only part of this paradox that can be explained at 
this time concerns the history of the company and not the use of the token. 
What the Inscription “GOOD FOR 5 <t IN TRADE ” refers to on the reverse 
side of the piece will have to remain open to speculation until someone 
tracks down another authoritative source. 

One of the reasons that small excursion boat companies are tough to 
research is because the actual steamboats are often more famous than the 
people and firms who owned them. In fact, until the late 1920's the Polk 
city directories listed the names of the steamboats separate from the 
companies which operated them. 

In 1926 Captain Homer Smith of Point Pleasant, West Virginia, took 
full advantage of the people's Identification with steamboats by moving to 
Pittsburgh and starting an excursion service with a 721-ton vessel that he 
humbly named as the Steamer Homer Smith. By naming the boat after 
himself, prospective customers did not have to wonder about which 
company provided excursions upon the Homer Smith. 

During 1927 Smith ran his namesake on nightly excursions, which left 
the foot of Wood Street at 8:30 p.m. and returned approximately three 
hours later. In the following year, fellow Point Pleasant residents Charles 
C. Boyer and C. Russell McCullouch joined Smith In forming the Security 
Steamboat Co., but the newly enhanced excursion company still did not last 
long. 

In the Spring of 1929, the Steamer Homer Smith was sold to Pittsburgh 
resident Joseph B. Shaw, who had already started offering summer 
excursions aboard a craft named the Steamer Roosevelt In May and wanted 
to add another ship to his fleet 

In the 1929 and 1930 Polk's Pittsburgh City Directories and the Greater 
Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce directories, Shaw Is listed as the 
secretary, general manager and booking agent for The Pittsburgh 
Steamboat Co. He and his company, which operated off the foot of Wood 
Street, also received mention In Ethel C Leahy's 1931 book entitled “Who's 
Who on the OhloRiver.'’ 




After the purchase of the Steamer Homer Smith, Shaw had to devise a 
way to rename the well-known steamer in a memorable fashion so he 
contacted the Pittsburgh Press to help him conduct a contest to find a new 
name for the ship before its scheduled christening on July 2. The 
newspaper recieved 4,500 entries from readers before Edward P. Kremmer 
of New Castle was announced as the winner on June 9 for his entry 
entitled the “Steamer Greater Pittsburgh,” 
r On Tuesday, July 2, captain Ralph Emerson took the helm of the 
refurbished Steamer Homer Smith and led a river parade along the 
Monongahela River. At 12:30 p.m. Dorothy Gildemew, who was elected 
Queen of the Rivers, officially christened the ship as the Steamer Greater 
Pittsburgh. Photographs of the event made the front page of that evening's 
Pittsburgh Press. 

Throughout that summer and the following year, the Pittsburgh 
Steamboat Co. offered short excursions ntghtly at 8:30 p.m. for 75 cents 
and on Sunday afternoons at 2*30 p.m. for 50 cents. The trips were 
periodically advertised in the Pittsburgh Press. 

On holidays such as the Fourth of July, patrons could take deluxe 
excursions, which featured dancing, to 14-Mile Island's Cresent Beach or 
to Rock Springs Park in Chester, West Vlrgina. The adult fares for the 
longer trips Included a dollar to Rock Springs Park and 50 cents to Cresent 
Beach, while children rode for half price.

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Pittsburgh Transbortation Tokens 
oy Rich Bottles Jr. 

From the old riverboats that once took tne southbound loads of produce 
off tne Packs of packhorses to tne new subway system tnat whisks wear/ 
businessmen across town, tne city of Pittsburgn was founded and nas 
prospered tnrougn its access to transportation. 

Exonumia, tne study of tokens and medals, nas helped preserve tnis 
vital aspect of Pittsburgh's history and has allowed collectors to 
experience a more detailed and personal view of the city's evolution. 

Although tne subway is now free within the city limits, there was a 
time when a person couldn't even cross the Allegheny River without paying. 
The bridge tolls and norsecar fares that were necessary to commute from 
the Allegheny City side of the river to downtown Pittsburgh were often 
represented by tokens. 

The earliest, and probably most sought after, Pittsburgn transportation 
token depicts one of the first commercial methods that residents used to 
travel across the metroplitan area. A 45mm, oval, token of black vulcanite 
issued by the Pittsburgn, Allegneny & Manchester Passenger Railway Co. 
depicts an omnibus line that it purchased from Mary Hartman in 1859 

Although the purchase reflected a major advance in Pittsburgh 
transportation, as the horse-drawn omnibus cars of the city were being 
replaced by the smoother and faster rail-guided horsecars, the issue of the 
token with the omnibus pictorial was probably an early attempt by the 
company to associate itself with the popular omnibus line that Mrs. 
Hartman operated in the mid-1800's. 

Mrs. Hartman didn't operate her line solely to alleviate people's 
commuting problems, however, since her omnibus traveled from the corner 
of Penn Avenue and St. Clair Street in downtown Pittsburgh, across the St. 
Clair-Sixth Street Bridge, along Federal and Ohio streets in Allegheny 
City, and up the Allegheny & Manchester Plank Road to Reserve Township 
where her tavern was conveniently located. 

The rather pleasant scene displayed on the token was likely meant to 
remind the new railway patrons of their past omnibus trips upon 
tree-lined roads with the river on one side and an array of ponds and flora 
on the other, and of the home-made wines, sleigh rides and dancing that 
awaited them at the tavern. 

The incorporation of the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and Manchester 
Passenger Railway Company on April, 29 1859 made it the first street 
railway company to operate in Pittsburgn and the city subsequently gave 
its consent for two routes to be constructed from the corner of Penn and 
St. Clair streets to woods Run. 

One route traveled to Manchester via Federal and west Ohio streets, and 
western and Beaver avenues, while the other intersected Western Avenue 
after traveling Federal, General Robinson and Rebecca-Reedsdale streets. 
Broad painted stripes of yellow, red or green on the sides of the cars 
indicated what route the cars were traveling. 


in aacntion to tne 45mm piece, tne PittSDurgn, Aiiegneny ana 
6-12 Manchester Passenger Railway Company also issued two smaller five-cent 
fare tokens of the same oval shape and hard-rubber composition, which 
bear the names of company officials J. Kirkpatrick and H. Irwin, 
respectively. All three varieties are rare and demand is high for the pieces 
because of their age and unusual shape. 

Another series of rare horsecar tokens was issued by the Pittsburgh, 
Oakland & East Liberty Passenger Railway Co. it has been assumed that a 
price war between local transportation companies prompted this firm to 
issue five celluloid tokens of different colors and that a consolidation 
with a smaller competitor one year later caused a quick, and very 
effective, withdrawal of the pieces from circulation. 

The spectral series of five tokens, which all have a center hole and are 
22mm in diameter, allowed the passengers with white tokens to commute 
from the city to East Liberty, blue tokens to Oakland, brown tokens to 
Soho, purple tokens to school, and black tokens to anywhere for free. The 
black token may have been used for special police or fire personnel 
purposes, while the purple token, which could be the rarest of all 
Pittsburgh transportation tokens, was probably sold at half fare. 

Although the “Manchester Line" got the jump on its railway 
construction, the Pittsburgh, Oakland & East Liberty Passenger Railway Co. 
was incorporated under the same April 1859 legislation and was allowed 
to build a railway line from Market Street in downtown Pittsburgh to the 
village of East Liberty via Third and Fourth avenues, Grant Street, and 
Fifth and Highland avenues. 

in January of 1872 the company was reorganized as simply the 
Pittsburgh, Oakland and East Liberty Railway Company and became the 
first railway line in the city to utilize a cable system in 1888, although 
the firm soon changed over to an electric system when that innovation was 
introduced to the transportation industry. 

Electric Railways 

Of the two original electric railway lines in Pittsburgh, the most 
successful was probably the Federal Street & Pleasant Valley Passenger 
Railway Company. Although the firm installed its electric system in 1889, 
it had been operating a horsecar system since 1868 that began at the 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Smithfield Street in Pittsburgh, traveled 
Seventh and Liberty avenues, crossed the Ninth Street Bridge, and 
concluded at the Hilldale-Uniondale Cemetary. 

Thus in a span of a little over 20 years, the Federal Street & Pleasant 
Valley company graduated to a successful electric system after having 
started out with mule-drawn horsecars, which resembled omnibuses 
because the entrance of the cars was at the rear and the passengers had to 
walk to the front to deposit their fares before taking a seat. 

The three varieties of Federal Street & Pleasant Valley transportation 
tokens are the most accessible of Pittsburgh's horsecar tokens and can 
still be found for sale between £50 and $75, while the prices for horsecar 
tokens from other firms surpass $100 and are usually determined through 


private transactions. 

The Federal Street vulcanite pieces are 22mm in diameter and nave a 
6-13 center hole. The most common of the three varieties is dlack in color, 

while the two rarer brown-colored tokens have different styles of edges. 

The Central Passenger Railway Co., the Pittsburgh Union Passenger 
Railway Co., and the Transverse Passenger Railway Co. (T.P.R.) also issued 
horsecar tokens, but all three of their fare tokens are very rare. 

The innovation of electric railways not only sent all the horses to 
pasture in the 1890’s, but it created a magnetic field of consolidation for 
many of the companies. The Central Passenger Railway, which began 
operations in 1869, joined the Pittsburgh, Oakland & East Liberty Railway 
in becoming parts of the Consolidated Traction Company, while the lines of 
the Federal Street, Allegneny & Manchester, and Union Passenger railways 
became the properties of the United Traction Co. 

Since electricity allowed railways to cross the city faster and more 
economically, it wasn't long before that source of energy was applied to 
the problem of commuting over the hilly terrains of the Pittsburgh area. 

Over the years the terrains leading to certain suburban and industrial 
areas of the city prompted the construction of 20 inclined railways, 
although not all of the systems were open to public. 

The only Pittsburgh incline system known to use its own tokens was 
the southside's St. Clair incline Plane Company, which pulled its two 
passenger cars up approximately 370 feet at a 12-degree angle from the 
comer of Uosepnme Street and 22nd Ave. to Salisbury Street. The company ( 
began operating in 1892 and the incline could still be seen against the hill 
in 1935, althougn it probably ceased operations more than a decade earlier 

Besides tickets, two varieties of fare tokens were used on the St. Clair 
Incline. Both are of a white-metal nickel-like composition and are 20mm 
in diameter, but one variety has a star design cut out from the center 
while the other is solid. The two tokens are valued in the $50 range. 

The larger electric railway and incline companies of the late 19th 
century still could not withstand the monopolizing efforts that the 
Southern Traction Company started in 1900, however. In 1902, the firm 
changed its name and continued to expand as the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company. 

By 1918 the company owned 1,630 passenger cars, 229 service cars, 

33 operating car houses, 53 miscellaneous buildings, 167 bridges, a 
number of inclines, and the Mount Washington Tunnel. During that year, the 
company transported over 250 million passengers more than 33 million 
miles. 

With such a strong patronage, the company neeced a large supply of 
fare tokens, especially since it raised the price of fares in both 1919 and 
1922. As a result, the tokens issued by the company are still very common / 
and have a collectors' value of about a quarter Coincidentally, 
non-collectors often place a hign value on the most common variety of 
these tokens, since a 20mm, brass, piece "eatures a cate of 1922 and 
depicts a streetcar. 



Pittsburgh's Bridges 

Althougn the hilly terrain makes transportation in PittsDurgh difficult, 
the fact that three major rivers also converge around the city certainly 
doesn't help the situation and, as a result, the number of hignway bridges 
over 20-feet in lengtn within the city is presently 325. Near the turn of 
the century in Pittsburgh, at least two bridges over the Allegheny River 
used fare tokens. 

The most prolific issuer of bridge tokens in the city was the Ewalt 
Street Bridge Company. At a cost of $200,000, the company finished 
construction of a bridge in 1870 that connected Lawrenceville, on the 
Pittsburgh side of the river, to flillvale Borough. The two-cent toil was 
payed on the Lawrenceville side. 

The bridge, which changed its name to the 43rd Street Bridge when the 
adjoining street was renamed, consisted of an open pedestrian walkway 
facing Pittsburgh and a covered thoroughfare that was wide enough for 
both a wagon and an equestrian to pass side by side and high enough for a 
hay wagon to pass underneath. 

Although Allegheny County purchased the bridge for $ 112,000 in June 
of 1912 and eliminated the toll, it wasn't long afterwards that the 
Department of War declared the structure, which was built 20-feet above 
the water, as unnavigable and ordered its removal. The bridge was • 
subsequently soid to the Diamond natch Comoany in 1924 which seemed 
only fitting since the bridge had caught fire several times over the years. 

The most common variety of this bridge's brass tokens empnasizes the 
earlier name of the Ewalt Street Bridge Co. while the other pieces only 
make reference to the 43rd Street Bridge. The varieties vary in size from 
20mm to 23mm and range in value from $50 to $ 100. 

When the municipality of Allegheny City was annexed to Pittsburgh in 
1907 and became known as the North Side, the city of Pittsburgh decided 
to abolish all the local toll bridges and began by offering $150,000 for the 
North Side-Seventh Street Bridge in 1908. 

The offer prompted the owners of the nearby Ninth Street Bridge 
Company to file a lawsuit against city, however, for fear that a free 
bridge right next door would ruin their business. The city later offered 
$250,000 for the Ninth Street Bridge, but it took the efforts of a citizen's 
group to finally close the overall deal. 

The North Side Bridge, which had separate lanes for trolleys, horses 
and pedestrians, was finished in 1885 and accepted tolls until I9il.lt 
was replaced in the late 1920‘s. The tokens, which bear the name of 
superintendent R.L. Orr, are brass, 26mm in diameter, and demand prices of 
at least $150. 

as with the bridges, the locai government later took control of the 
remaining inclines, streetcar systems and bus lines. The Port Authority of 
Allegheny County presently operates the city's subway system, buses ana 
both the Duquesne Heights and Monogahela inclines.

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nem Amusement Tokens

Don't let the one and a half pages of Pennsylvania tokens in 
Stephen Alpert's 254-page “Video Arcade. . . and Other 
Amusement Tokens” catalog discourage you from collecting PA 
amusement tokens, because a little checking at your local mall 
or gameroom can turn up some interesting finds. 

And since the masterminds who develop the latest arcade games 
have yet to find a way to use plastic tokens in their machines, 
the discoveries made by collectors may represent one of the last 
remaining uses of brass trade tokens. 

Thanks to the original efforts of the Americade arcade chain and 
the Meadow lands race track in avoiding the modern trend of 
using stock tokens for video games, western Pennsylvania now 
has three new amusement tokens presently in use. 

The 34-mm brass tokens of the Americade arcades have 
identical reverses depicting the Statue of Liberty, while their 
obverses are also similar since both feature a 25-cent 
denomination and the words “PLAY VALUE.” As of today, the 
Butler Mall and North Hills locations are the only branches of 
the Americade chain. 

The 34-mm Meadows piece makes one wonder how many token 
collectors have scoured the monthly antique show in the race 
track's parking lot, looking for new additions to their 
collections, while kids were inside the building tossing these 
handsome pieces into the Pac Man machine. 

These tokens feature a horse and sulky in action on the obverse 
and an eagle on the reverse. The non-maverick pieces replaced 
the stock tokens that the race track's arcade once used. 

The tokens at all three locations are dispensed through a change 
machine located inside the arcade for a quarter each. The Butler 
Americade is a prolific advertiser, however, and often offers 
free tokens and discount specials through its ads in the Butler 
Eagle newspaper. 

Although these quarter-consuming arcades are designed to keep 
the kids busy while their parents are off blowing even larger 
amounts of money on shopping or wagering on horses, it might be 
worthwhile for collectors to drop by their local gamerooms 
occasionally to check on what types of tokens are being used. 
Anyone discovering a new non-maverick amusement token should 
also inform their fellow club members by sending a discretion 
or an article to the PATCO Journal.

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The Pittsburgh Sesqui-Centennial of 1908 
by Richard Gaetano 
as presented to the 

Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society on April 5, 1988 

On June 21, 1908, Hon. George W. Guthrie, mayor of 
Pittsburgh and Chairman of the city's Sesqui-Centennial 
Committee, issued a proclamation and appeal which was 
published in the daily papers the next day. To summarize, this is 
what he said: 

“On Nov. 25, 1758, the British and Colonial troops under Gen. 
John Forbes took possession of the ruined Fort Duquesne, 
abandoned by the French and Indians. 

“The British flag was raised by Col. John Armstrong, in the 
presence of Washington, Forbes, Bouquet, Mercer and other noted 
American and British soldiers. 

“This marked the beginning of the first permanent white 
settlement of the spot where our great city is located, as well 
as the conferring of its name. 

“On Nov. 25 of the present year will occur the 150th 
anniversary of the permanent founding and naming of Pittsburgh 
and it is most fitting that the event be celebrated in a manner 
appropriate to the city's important history and great growth and 
achievements in many lives. . . 

“I trust the response to this appeal will be such as to insure 
a celebration commensurate with the dignity, greatness and 
history of the city." 

The chairman of the Executive Committee elected by council 
was Wm. H. Stevenson. H.J. Heinz was the second Vice-President 
of the General Committee of Citizens. 

The celebration was to be held in three parts: 1. 

Independence Day; 2. Week of September 27th to October 3rd; 3. 
November 25th. 

The Independence Day Program was held at Schenley Park, 
Washington Park, Arsenal Park and Holliday Park in the morning. 
The afternoon celebration was also held at East Park (North 
Side), West Park, Bighams Field (Duquesne Heights), and Ormsby 
Park (Southside). 

An interesting event of the day was the Dedication of the 
fountain designed by St. Gaudens in memory of Christopher 
Lyman Magee at the entrance of the Carnegie Library.

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Part 2’s schedule included the following. Sept. 27 — Bells 
sounded the call to religious services of all denominations; 

Sept. 28 -- Dedication of the D.A.R. tablet at Fort Pitt Block 
House, and the raising of 37 flags (French, British and 
American); Sept. 29 (Exposition Day) — Special Musical 
Programs at Western Pa. Exposition; Sept. 30 (Marine Day) — 
Parade on the river attended by 300,000 spectators stretching 
six miles long each way from the Smithfield Bridge to Davis 
Island Dam, 47 steamers along the wharf, and historical boats in 
the parade from 12-4 p.m.; Oct. 1 (Greater Pittsburgh Day) — 
Celebration of the union of Allegheny (North Side) with 
Pittsburgh and the creation of Greater Pittsburgh, and parade 
from North Side (Federal and Ohio streets) to Schenley Hotel 
consisting of 60 floats plus many military divisions including 
Bessemer converter; Oct. 1 (Southside Mardi Gras) — 20,000 
people lined Carson Street for attactions such as a greased-pig 
chase, merry-go-round, ferris wheel, country circus, 
hootchie-koochie shows, and King Fun from 7 p.m. to midnight; 
Oct. 2 -- Cornerstone containing coins, 33 picture postcards, 
papers, books, pamphlets. University flag, programs and 
name-change decree was laid for first building on the new 
University of Pittsburgh campus, and cornerstone laying at 
Soldier’s Memorial Hall honoring the military who served in the 
Army and Navy in the Civil War; Oct. 3 — Horse races at 
Schenley Park Oval, and Carnegie Institute exhibits of early 
Pittsburgh art, relics and city-related publications. 

Badges worn by members of the committees and guests were 
designed by W. Lucien Scaife and assisted by A. Zeller, and were 
generally admired. They contained the head of Washington and a 
view of the city at the Point engraved on a metal plate, to which 
were attached ribbons of black and yellow that were later 
suitably lettered. 

On the morning of Anniversary Day, Nov. 25, special 
exercises were held in all the schools of the city. 

The most notable celebration was at the Duquesne School. 

The school stands at the sites of Fort Duquesne and Fort Pitt at 
Liberty and Second avenues. The celebration consisted of songs, 
recitations and drills by the children. 

Special services were held at Pitt’s chapel. Meetings were 
held at the Western Pennsylvania Exposition. And the afternnon 
was filled with speakers.

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Western PBnnsnlvania Telephone E xchanges

I found the following telephone exchange listings In an 
Ellwood City phone book from 1963, when the old “two-letter” 
prefixes were being converted Into numbers. 

Such listings can be an attribution aid for collectors who are 
trying to pinpoint the origin of certain mavericks that have 
telephone exchanges listed on them. Mavericks are tokens which 
do not have the name of a city displayed on them. 

In many cases, however, more research will be needed to 
determine the exact location of a maverick token. For example, 
the Tllden prefix for Beaver Falls had many other towns using it, 
including Eastvale, Fallston, New Brighton, Patterson Heights 
and West Mayfield. 

Also the listings which follow are only from Pennsylvania's 
Bell Telephone Co. and do not include prefix listings from 
independent telephone companies. 

Thus care has to be exercised when using these listings in 
order to prevent mistakes. Instead of immediately assuming that 
any token displaying a Tllden prefix is from Beaver Falls, the 
prefix clue should be followed up by seeking the issuer's name in 
a Beaver County phone book or business directory. 

In addition, tokens that feature a two-letter prefix can be 
roughly dated between the 1940‘s and the 1960's. 

And finally, in order to make these listings more complete, 
it may be quite possible for a PATCO member from eastern 
Pennylvania to supply listings for the 215 and 717 area codes. 


— The J & L Steel storecard with the WAlnut prefix and the 
Corsello Sales encased cent with the POplar prefix (see 
illustrations) can be tracked to the Pittsburgh area by using the 
412 Bell listing. 

A collector could be fooled on the other Corsello Sales, 
however, because the LI prefix does not represent Kittanning's 
Liberty exchange, but more likely refers to the company's 
Lincoln Ave. address in Bellevue. Corsello Sales is listed at 500 
Lincoln Avenue with the LI 1-7577 phone number in a 1953 
Pittsburgh Telephone Directory. —

For example—if you see 391 you will 
know that it was EXpress 1. 

The telephone central office names listed in the

tions” heading have been changed or will be changed 
sometime within the next few years to the 3-numeral 
ANC codes shown in the "Numeral" column. 

By eliminating letters in favor of the numeral sys¬ 
tem we can obtain the additional telephone numbers 
we need to meet the growing demand for telephone 
service.
